OPC PROTESTS BAN 
ON WESTERN PRESS 


The OPC last week protested the bar 
ring of Western journalists from covering 
the arrival of Nikita S. Khrushchev, first 
secretary of the Soviet Communist party, 
in Yugoslavia Sept. 19. 

Tass and Tanjug (Yugoslav press 
service) representatives entered the air- 
port without difficulty to view President 
Tito’s greeting of the Russian, who ar- 
rived for confidential talks. British, U.S. 
and West German newsmen were stopped 
at the cordon, The New York Times re- 
ported. 

The cable, sent to Marshal Tito by 
Wayne Richardson, OPC President, and 
Victor Lasky, chairman of the Freedom 
of the Press Committee, said the OPC 
“strongly protests restrictions by your 
government against newspapermen from 
democratic countries who attempted un- 
successfully to report the arrival Sept. 
19 of Nikita Khrushchev at Zemun Air 
port. 

**We make this protest particularly 
because your security police permitted 
correspondents of Tass and Tanjug to 
enter the airport while democratic journa- 
lists were barred. Such discrimination is 
indefensible. Government censorship can 
take many forms and when a government 
prevents newspapermen from carrying 
out their legitimate assignments as your 
security police did you are guilty of per- 
petuating the evils of press censorship. 
We protest such practices and we ask 
that you assure the journalistic professi- 
on that such conduct will not be repeated 
in Yugoslavia.”’
